Prices Dip 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Declining 
costs of meat helped lower the cost of a 
market basket of groceries at the end 
of 1975 in an Associated Press survey 
of prices in 16 Ohio cities. 
Average cost of the items on grocery 
shelves was $18.45 compared to $18.61 
a month earlier. 
Lower prices of hamburger, chicken 
and pork chops were offset by higher 
prices for eggs, toilet tissue, potatoes 
and coffee. Chuck roast showed higher 
on average. 
A pound of center-cut pork chops 
declined 14 per cent over the month 
from $2.04 on average Dec. 1 to $1.75 
Jan. 1. Hamburger declined from 88 to 
85 cents per pound during the same 
period.

Violence In Blacks

An F B I official says the bureau was 
not aiming for violence. 
The Sept. 18,1969. memo to then-FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover from the 
bureau's San Diego office described 
how agents tried to foment dissension 
between the Black Panther party and a 
group known as US, the San Diego 
Union and the Ijos Angeles Times said 
Sunday. 
The New York Times had a similar 
story in Monday editions. 
“ Shootings, beatings and a high 
degree of unrest continues to prevail in 
the ghetto area of southeast San 
Diego,” the memo said. “ Although no 
specific counterintelligence action can 
be credited with contributing to this 


overall situation, it is felt that a sub­ 
stantial amount of the unrest is 
directly attributable to this program.” 
James B. Adams, assoc iate director 
of the F B I, told the Los Angeles Times 
that the bureau was “ not trying to get

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Elementary 
school students in southwestern Ohio 
will be shut up briefly in a smoke-filled 
room 
as part of

educational 
program to teach children about the 
harmful effects of smoking. 
The program, sponsored by the 
Miami Valley Lung Association, is to 
“ kill the weed at its roots,” according 
to Paul Conrad, program director. 
“ Our goal 
is

society 
where 
smoking is socially unacceptable. The 
way to go is to the grass roots and 
saturate them with knowledge,” he 
said.” 
The association’s program presents 
smoking as a distasteful habit, Conrad 
explained. 
“ Research shows children as young 
as five years begin to form behavior 
patterns- and smoking is a behavior 
problem,” said the health educator. 
Statistics cited by the association 
show that in the past 10 years the 
starting age for smoking has dropped 
from age 14 to age 10.

Describing the technological change 
facing the service, Ellington said,

have a relationship like that, you have 
to ask why not just send the message 
from one computer to another without 
the middleman.” 
The message industry envisions a 
receiver in everyone’s home to receive 
messages 24 hours a day. A customer 
upon awakening would find a1) of his 
“mail” in a tray waiting for him. The 
technology for such systems may 
already exist rn microwaves and 
satellite channels. 
Ellington described the Postal 
Service as “the last of the mass per­ 
sonal services. The milkman and the 
deliveryman are gone but we still have 
mailmen.” 
The Postal Service, with nearly 
700,000 employes, is what economists 
call “labor intensive,” meaning people 
do most of the processing. 
Ellington said the inroads of the new 
technology “are causing us to look 
again at the nature of our mail system. 
Should we deliver mail every day? 
Should we impose a charge for 
delivering mail to a new address^ If 
we are to continue the present type of 
service, there may have to be higher 
subsidies from Congress.” 
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Marketbasket 
Prices Dip 


COLUMBUS,Ohio (AP) - Declining 
costs of meat helped lower the cost of a 
marketbasket of groceries at the end 
of 1975 in an Associated Press survey 
of prices in 16 Ohio cities. 
Average cost of the items on grocery 
shelves was $18.45 compared to $18.61 
a month earlier. 
lower prices of hamburger, chicken 
and pork chops were offset by higher 
prices for eggs, toilet tissue, potatoes 
and coffee. Chuck roast showed higher 
on average. 
A pound of center-cut pork chops 
declined 14 per cent over the month 
from $2.04 on average Dec. I to $1.75 
Jan. I. Hamburger declined from 88 to 
85 cents per pound during the same 
period. 
The per pound price of whole frying 
chicken declined 13 per cent, but a 
pound of chuck roast increased 8.6 per 
cent. 
In the same period a year ago, the 
shopping list dropped in cost from 
$18 64 to $18.25. 
On the new list, eggs led the way 
toward higher prices with an ll per 
cent jump from 79 cents to 88 cents for 
one dozen medium whites. 
Among the 16 cities, 
Massillon 
continues to have the lowest prices for 
the shopping list with a total of $16.76 
for the 16 items compared with $16.72 
for the same list a month ago.

Say FBI Promoted 
Violence In Blacks

An FBI memo credited secret 
operations against black m ilitant 
organizations for 1969’s “high degree 
of unrest” within the San Diego black 
community, according to published re­ 
ports. 
That summer, four persons were 
killed and four others wounded in 
fighting between two militant groups. 
An FBI official says the bureau was 
not aiming for violence. 
The .Sept. 18,1969, memo to then-FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover from the 
bureau’s San Diego office described 
how agents tried to foment dissension 
between the Black Panther party and a 
group known as US, the San Diego 
Union and the I/is Angeles Times said 
Sunday. 
The New York Times had a similar 
story in Monday editions. 
“Shootings, beatings and a high 
degree of unrest continues to prevail in 
the ghetto area of southeast San 
Diego,” the memo said. “Although no 
specific counterintelligence action can 
be credited with contributing to this 


overall situation, it is felt that a sub­ 
stantial amount of the unrest is 
directly attributable to this program.” 
James B. Adams, associate director 
of the FBI, told the I os Angeles Times 
that the bureau was "not trying to get 
people to kill each other, but to disrupt 
these groups, reduce their ef­ 
fectiveness. 
“I don’t know of any action that was 
designed to produce violence. This 
violence was taking place before we 
got in the act.” 
The plan was aimed at creating 
dissension and preventing the Pan­ 
thers and US from joining forces, 
Adams said. He admitted that only a 
“very thin line” separated the activity 
from the actual promotion of violence. 
Adams said FBI headquarters 
should have challenged the wording of 
the memo from the San Diego office. 
The FBI action was outlined in a 
three-page memo, part of a 1,200-page 
report recently turned over to the 
Senate 
Select 
Committee 
on 
Intelligence, the newspapers reported. 
The two organizations, the Union 


said, were classified as militant “hate 
groups 
by FBI counterintelligence 
agents. 
It said FBI agents and informers 
distributed phony posters, allegedly 
done by US, depicting the Black 
Panther leadership as corrupt. 
After one Black Panther member 
was shot to death, the Union said a 
memo was sent to Washington from 
the San Diego FBI office, saying, “In 
view of the recent death of Black Pan­ 
ther Party member Clifford Bell, a 
new cartoon is being considered in the 
hopes it will assist in the continuance 
of the rift between the Panthers and 
US.” 
The Times said Hoover approved the 
posters and termed them "clever 
cartoons which belittle the Panthers 
and should further differences among 
BPP leaders and members.” 
Black Panther spokesman David G. 
Du bo is said at the party's Oakland 
headquarters Sunday that the Pan­ 
thers had "consistently maintained 
that the FBI was involved during that 
period.”

Trips To U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Tran- 
sportation Secretary William T. 
Coleman says he will decide in the next 
30 days whether to allow the Concorde 
SST to land at U.S. airports. 
Coleman is presiding today over 
public hearings designed to provide 
new information about the plane’s 
impact on the environment 
Coleman has promised to make a 
decision within 30 days after the 
hearings conclude on whether Air 
France and British Airways should be 
allowed to use the Concorde on limited 
flights from Europe to New York and 
Washington. The hearings are ex­ 
pected to conclude today. 
The two carriers want to offer a 
maximum of two Concorde round trip 
transatlantic flights a day to New York 
City’s John F. Kennedy International 
Airport and one round trip a day to 
W ashington’s Dulles International 
Airport. 
TTie Concorde is a joint effort of the 
British and French governments It 
already has been certified as air­ 
worthy and will start scheduled 
operations outside the United States 
within the next few weeks. However, 
the economic viability of the plane 
may depend on whether the airlines 
are permitted to operate it over the 
busy North Atlantic. 
Tile Concorde is a delta-winged jet 
that travels at more than twice the 
speed of sound. The plane has flowrn 
across the Atlantic and back in less 
time than it takes a conventional jet to 
cross it one way.

Anti-Smoking Plan 
Aimed At Youngsters 


DAYTON, Ohio ( AP) — Elementary 
school students in southwestern Ohio 
will be shut up briefly in a smoke-filled 
room as part of an educational 
program to teach children about the 
harmful effects of smoking 
The program, sponsored by the 
Miami Valley Lung Association, is to 
“kill the weed at its roots,” according 
to Paul Conrad, program director. 
“Our goal 
is a society where 
smoking is sot lady unacceptable. The 
way to go is to the grass roots and 
.saturate them with knowledge," he 
said.” 
The association's program presents 
smoking as a distasteful habit, Conrad 
explained 
“Research shows children as young 
as five years begin to form behavior 
patterns- and smoking is a behavior 
problem,” said the health educator. 
Statistics cited by the association 
show that in the past IO years the 
.starting age for smoking has dropped 
from age 14 to age IO. 
Not too unusual is the case of a 13- 
year-old boy trying to quit smoking. 
I/its of 13-year-olds smoke, but this 
boy started at the age of 8. And he 
represents one to five per cent of young 
smokers. 
This year, for the first time, Conrad 
will begin his smoking presentations 
on the primary level in Preble, 
Montgomery, Greene and Warren 


county schools during National Educa­ 
tion on Smoking Week, Jan 11-17. 
The primary school age program 
features a cartoon, entitled “Octopuff 
in Kumquat,” and a four-page coloring 
pamphlet. 


Students in intermediate grades will 
have their senses of sight, smell, touch 
and taste exposed to cigarette smoke 
during their education program 


Junior high school students learn 
how smoking effects their bodies— 
increased tolerance to nicotine, 
.speeding up of the heart, throat 
problems -as well as the long-range 
diseases 
connected 
with 
heavy 
smoking— heart disease, cancer and 
emphysema, Conrad said. 
"By senior high most students are on 
the adult level and have already 
developed their behavior problems,” 
he said. “ It is easier to prevent a young 
child from starting to smoke than to 
get an adult to quit smoking.” 
So Conrad educates the older 
students on the high cost of smoking— 
nearly $200 a year for paek-a-day 
smokers—and the nicotine and tar 
level of various brands of cigarettes. 
“ If they can’t quit we try to stress 
the lesser of two evils,” he said. “We 
hope to conduct more withdrawal 
programs in the future, but for now 
we’re trying to hit the grass roots lev­ 
el- kill the weed at the roots.”

National Airlines 
Strike Finally Ends 


MIAMI (AP) — National Airlines is 
planning a limited schedu le of flights 
for Tu esday , the first since flight at­ 
tendants walked ou t Sept. 1 in a dispu te 
ov er pay , hou rs and fringe benefits. 
“We can all breathe a little easier 
now," said Bob Metell, a National v ice 
president, as picket lines were 
dismantled Su nday . 
Stewards and stewardesses ended 
the 126 -day strike by v oting 3-1 to 
accept the contract. The same con­ 
tract was rejected two months ago, 
and they had been u nder cou rt order to 
reconsider it. 
Under the settlement, annu al wages 
for flight attendants with 10 y ears of 
ex perience will go u p from $10,740 to 
$13,500. 
“I had some reserv ations abou t the 
contract, bu t I had to v ote for it. It’s 
my job,” said flight attendant Scott 
Smith. “ In the 24 y ears I’v e worked 
for National, I’v e been ou t on the 
streets six months." 
The strike by the 1,206 -member 
u nion had forced the lay off of more 
than 6 ,000 employ es. Most will retu rn 
to work within 30 day s, bu t an airline 
spokesman said abou t 6 00 will be kept 
idle u ntil National’s market is rebu ilt. 
Abou t 1,000 attendants worked du ring 
the strike. 
Before the strike, National’s 55 jets 


flew 36 0 flights daily , carry ing 18,000 
passengers to I/mdon and 45 American 
cities. 
“Tu esday ’s flights will mostly be to 
New York and California — basically 
positioning airplanes and crews to 
operate Wednesday ," said Walt Rob- 
shaw, spokesman for National. 
The Miami-based company said half 
its flights will be operating by Thu r­ 
sday and the rest by Jan. 21. 
The flight attendants’ v ote was 6 74 to 
210 to retu rn to work. 
The strike was the third longest in 
National’s history . A pilots’ strike in 
1948 lasted 296 day s bu t did not shu t 
down the airline. National was 
grou nded by a 174-day mechanics’ 
strike the same y ear. 
Robshaw declined to say how mu ch 
the strike cost the carrier, which is 
second only to Eastern Airlines on the 
New York-Florida ru n.

National Airlines 
Strike Finally Ends 


MIAMI (AP) — National Airlines is 
planning a limited schedule of flights 
for Tuesday, the first since flight at­ 
tendants walked out Sept. I in a dispute 
over pay, hours and fringe benefits. 
“We can all breathe a little easier 
now,” said Bob Metell, a National vice 
president, as picket lines were 
dismantled Sunday. 
Stewards and stewardesses ended 
the 126-day strike by voting 3-1 to 
accept the contract. The same con­ 
tract was rejected two months ago, 
and they had been under court order to 
reconsider it. 
Under the settlement, annual wages 
for flight attendants with IO years of 
experience will go up from $10,740 to 
$13,500. 
“I had some reservations about the 
contract, but I had to vote for it. It's 
my job,” said flight attendant Scott 
Smith. “In the 24 years I've worked 
for National, I've been out on the 
streets six months.” 
The strike by the 1,200-member 
union had forced the layoff of more 
than 6,000 employes. Most will return 
to work within 30 days, but an airline 
spokesman said about 600 will be kept 
idle until National's market is rebuilt. 
About 1,000 attendants worked during 
the strike. 
Before the strike. National's 55 jets 


flew 360 flights daily, carrying 18,000 
passengers to london and 45 American 
cities. 
“Tuesday’s flights will mostly be to 
New York and California — basically 
positioning airplanes and crews to 
operate Wednesday,” said Walt Rob- 
shaw, spokesman for National. 
The Miami-based company said half 
its flights will be operating by Thur­ 
sday and the rest by Jan. 21. 
The flight attendants’ vote was 674 to 
210 to return to work. 
The strike was the third longest in 
National's history. A pilots’ strike in 
1948 lasted 296 days but did not shut 
down the airline.

The heavy cruiser “Quincy ” lay at 
ancho r in Great Bitter lake. The 
President sat in his wheelchair behind 
a seco ndary gun mo unt. On the gray 
deck was a rug, a wicker table and 
so me chairs. He was anticipating a 
visit fro m King Ibn Saud o f Saudi 
Arabia. 
Franklin Ro o sevelt expected the talk 
to be quid pro quo . The U.S. wo uld give 
so mething, and get so mething. FDR 
pro po sed to give IBN Saud mo ney and 
technical help to turn the arid deserts 
into waving o ceans o f co m and co tto n. 
What he wo uld get wo uld be Saudi 
Arabia’s help in establishing a 
ho meland 
fo r 
Jews 
alo ng 
the 
Mediterranean. 
Mike Reilly o f the Secret Service and 
Harry Ho pkins dashed aro und the gun 
mo unt. “Quick!” they said. “Co me 
aro und and take a lo o k.” FDR had sent 
the destro y er “Murphy ” to Jidda to 
fetch the king and his ento urage. 
Go lden Ritual 
FDR wheeled aro und under the 
bridge. The “Murphy ” was heaving-to 
against the big cruiser. Her fo repeak 
was co vered with rich rugs. A tent 
flapped o n the bo ws. Ibn Saud sat o n a 
gun mo unt in a go ld chair. Mo slem 
guards, amied witb scimitars and 
rifles, manned the rails. A dead go at 
hung fro m a jackstaff. 
Ro o sevelt retreated. The king and 
seven princes were piped abo ard the 
“Quincy .” U.S. Minister Eddy served 
as interpreter. The President believed 
that face-to -face diplo macy served 
him best. 
Ibn Saud o pened the co nversatio n by 
say ing he was o ld and sick. He ad­ 
mired P’DR’s aluminum wheelchair. 
The president o rdered a seco nd o ne 
bro ught o n deck and presented to His 
Majesty . 
P'DR said that U.S. experts co uld 
make the deserts blo o m. The king had 
a lo ng, permanently sad face. “Sho uld 
there no t be a place fo r deserts?” he 
said. Raising and selling cro ps, said 
P'DR, wo uld bring Saudi Arabia into 
the 20th century as a pro ductive 
natio n. 
"I am a warrio r,” the king said. “I 
kno w no thing else.” Ah y es, the 
president said. Thro ugh many tribal 
wars y o u have bro ught peace and 
fashio ned a great kingdo m. Sho uldn’t 
o lder leaders, such as we, give the 
y o ung a better standard o f living? 
Ibn Saud seemed impatient. His 
peo ple were no t ready fo r such 
pro gress. He was declining millio ns o f 
do llars and technical assistance. FDR 
o rdered lunch to be served o n deck. 
In the presence o f the Mo slem, the 
president co uld no t smo ke and co uld 
no t have a co cktail. The two ate rice, 
lamb stew and grapefruit. 
Afterward, FDR switched the to pic. 
“I am interested in the future o f 
Palestine,” he said. The king fro wned. 
He leaned fo rward. ‘‘Yo u mean 
Jews?” he said. Yes, the President

said. It .seemed shameful to him that 
these unwarlike peo ple had been 
driven fro m many lands and had no 
co untry o f their o wn. 
Ibn Saud’s vo ice fell to an o mino us 
whisper. When peace co mes, he said, 
the Jews sho uld be returned to the 
lands fro m which they had been 
driven. This, FDR said, wo uld keep 
them separated fro m each o ther. He 
had info rmatio n that 3 millio n Jews 
had been killed in Po land. 
The king no dded. In that case, he 
said, there wo uld be ro o m in Po land 
fo r the resettlement o f 3 millio n 
Palestinian Jews. Ro o sevelt appeared 
to be startled. The to tal number o f 
Jews, he .said, wo uld be small co m­ 
pared to the number o f Arabs. 
Ibn Saud lo o ked him in the ey e and 
said his first wo rd in English: “No .” 
FDR said the Jews were industrio us 
and wo uld make go o d neighbo rs. The 
king did no t raise his vo ice, but he 
refused to sto p talking. 
That, he said, was the tro uble. They 
wanted to settle o n a strip o f land alo ng 
the Mediterranean and, with the help 


o f millio ns o f do llars and British 
po unds, they wo uld build cities and 
farms. “Give the Arabs that much 
mo ney ,” he said, “and they will do as 
well.” 


FDR, who was co mmitted publicly 
and privately to a Jewish ho meland, 
ran into unending argument. The 
Jews, the king said, had no mo re 
desire to live near Arabs than the 
Arabs wanted to live near Jews. In 
time, it must lead to war. 


When the President returned to 
Washingto n, he was o ld and gray . He 
asked Ho use speaker pro tempo re 
Jo hn McCo rmack if he co uld address 
the Co ngress seated. McCo rmack said, 
“We’ll have a go o d-sized chair ready .” 
On March 1st, 19 45, P'DR spo ke to 
Co ngress. It was lo ng, ho peful and 
vacuo us. He wo n a patter o f mistaken 
applause when he said, “ . . . fro m Ibn 
Saud o f Arabia I learned mo re o f the 
who le pro blem o f the Mo slems and the 
Jewish pro blem in five minutes than I 
co uld have learned by the exchange o f 
a do zen letters.” . . .

When 
experts chipped o ff the lime co vering 
the walls, they fo und magnificent 
murals sho wing two angels, a clo aked 
man and a figure that po ssibly 
represents Christ. 
Luciano Berti, the superintendent o f 
galleries and chapels in Flo rence, 
anno unced the news o f the disco very 
o ver the natio nal televisio n netwo rk. 
Ano ther expert invo lved in the 
resto ratio n pro ject is Pro f. Pao lo del 
Po getto , an expert o n Medici chapels. 
Tile o riginal basilica o f San Lo renzo , 
o n the piazza carry ing the same name, 
predates Michelangelo , who was bo m 
in 1475 and died in 1564.

Ho wever, Seamans said ERDA 
wanted to mo ve ahead with the $8- 
billio n research and develo pment 
pro gram because further delay s wo uld 
reduce po tential eco no mic benefits to 
the natio n.

Is it true that wo men are less pro ne 
to heart attacks than men?

Dear Mr. B. : 
Many studies that center aro und 
heart disease have been part o f an o n­ 
go ing pro gram in Framingham, Mass. 
Over the y ears, these Framingham 
studies have co ntributed a great deal 
o f info rmatio n to the understanding o f 
heart disease, its causes, its early 
treatment and its preventio n. 
Recently , ano ther o f their lo ng-term 
po pulatio n studies definitely co n­ 
firmed the fact that wo men have a 
diminished frequency o f heart attacks 
and stro kes than do men. 
It is said that ho rmo ne balance may 
be an impo rtant facto r in this dif­ 
ferential.

One o f the majo r reaso ns is the fact 
that skin cancers are so readily o b­ 
served and therefo re treated so much 
earlier.

Is it true that women are less pome 
to heart attacks than men? 
Mr. N.B..N.J. 
Dear Mr. B.: 
Many studies that center around 
heart disease have been part of an on­ 
going program in Framingham. Mass. 
Over the years, these Framingham 
studies have contributed a great deal 
of information to the understanding of 
heart disease, its causes, its early 
treatment and its prevention. 
Recently, another of their long-term 
population studies definitely con­ 
firmed the fact that women have a 
diminished frequency of heart attacks 
and strokes than do men. 
It is said that hormone balance may­ 
be an important factor in this dif­ 
ferential. This difference is noted 
particularly in the young. As women 
get older, however, the difference 
becomes less marked. 
In both sexes, for the prevention of 
heart disease, It is important that high 
blood pressure be recognized early and 
treated effectively. Cholesterol must 
be controlled. Diabetes, too, must be 
recognized early and treated. 
Cigarette smoking, a great offender, 
should be completely stopped, or at 
least markedly modified. Overweight. 
of course, is another very important 
factor in heart disease 
Even though there may be some 


biological differences between men 
and women in relationship to heart 
disease, the same rules of prevention 
and good judgment should prevail for 
both. 


Why is the rate of cure for skin 
cancer so much higher than in other 
parts of the body? 
Mrs. B .B .D ., Term. 
Dear Mrs. D.: 
One of the major reasons is the fact 
that skin cancers are so readily ob­ 
served and therefore treated so much 
earlier. 


Another reason is the fact that these 
so-called “basal cell” cancers of the 
skin spread slowly to adjacent areas 
rather than to places far removed 
from their origin. 


Dr. William Caban, of the Memorial 
Hospital in New York City, is one of the 
world's foremost authorities (rn 
the 
use of cryosurgery for this type of 
cancer. 
Using frozen nitrogen probes, this 
procedure obliterates the cancer, 
leaves a minimal scar and insures a 
high degree of permanent cure. 
In addition to this form of treatment, 
routine surgery, electro-coagulation 
and treatment with cobalt X-rays are 
used, depending on the site and the 
extent of the growth.

COLUMBUS, Oh io — State Senator 
Oak ley C. Collins (R-Ironton) rep orts 
th is week th at Oh io’s new dru g law h as 
sev en basic objectiv es: it redefines 
term s in th e code p ertaining to dru g 
abu se offenses: defines dangerou s 
dru gs into fiv e categories, dep ending 
on p otential for abu se; redefines ty p es 
of dru g-related offenses; p rov ides for 
m inim u m jail sentences with ou t 
p arole 
or 
p robation; 
inclu des 
p rov isions 
for 
treatm ent 
and 
reh abilitation of dru g dep endent of­ 
fenders; and conforms to th e new code 
cu rrent jail sentences imp osed u nder 
p rev iou s dru g laws. 


Th e new law is aimed at controlling 
illegal p rodu ction, sale, and u se of 
“ dangerou s d ru g s” — narcotics, 
p rescrip tion dru gs, any dru g intended 
for h y p odermic injection, and any 
“ h arm fu l intox icant” (ex clu ding 
liq u or) wh ich radically alters a p er­ 
son's p h y siological state or beh av ior. 


For th e first time, th e law dif­ 
ferentiates between h eav y and ligh t 
dru g dosage by defining a “bu lk 
amou nt" for each ty p e of dru g and its 
degree of concentration. Seriou sness 
of a dru g offense and th e length of 
incarceration 
dep end 
p artly 
on 
w h eth er illegal dru g u se inv olv es more 
or less th an th e bu lk amou nt 
Dangerou s dru gs are classified into 
fiv e categories, or "sch edu les," based 
on th eir p otential for abu se. Abu siv e 
p otential dep ends on a dru g’s addictiv e 
q u alities, h armfu l p h y sical effects, 
and concentration. 
Sch edu le I inclu des “h ard” dru gs 
su ch as op iates and cocaine, wh ile 
sch edu le V inclu des "soft” dru gs — 
many ov er-th e-cou nter p rescrip tion 
dru gs. Th e new law giv es th e State 
Ph armacy Board th e p ower to add or 
remov e su bstances from th e fiv e 
sch edu les, and reclassify a dru g into a 
different sch edu le. 
Mariju ana is treated differently th an 
oth er 
h allu cinogens 
wh ich 
are 
sch edu led I and II dru gs. Possession of 
u p to 100 grams (3-*^ ou nces) of 
m ariju ana is classified as a minor 
misdemeanor carry ing no criminal 
record or jail sentence for th e first and 
all su bseq u ent offenses. 
Prev iou sly Oh io h ad one of th e 
tou gh est m ariju ana laws in th e 
cou ntry , with p ossession for sale 
carry ing a 10-20 y ear p rison sentence. 
Th e old law did not sp ecify an amou nt 
to differentiate between p ossession for 
sale or for p ersonal u se. Under th e new 
law, a p erson with u p to 100 grams of 
m ariju ana is p resu m ed to h av e 
p ossession for p ersonal u se only u nless 
it is offered for sale. 
In addition to p ossession, oth er ty p es 
of offenses are defined for m ariju ana 
and oth er dangerou s dru gs: corru p ting 
anoth er with dru gs, traffick ing and 
aggrav ated traffick ing, dru g abu se, 
p ossession of dru g abu se instru ments, 
and p ermitting dru g abu se (in a 
v eh icle or on p rop erty wh ich a p erson 
owns or op erates).

COLUMBUS, Ohio - State Senator 
Oakley C. Collins (R-Ironton) reports 
this week that Ohio’s new drug law has 
seven basic objectives: it redefines 
terms in the code pertaining to drug 
abuse offenses; 
defines dangerous 
drugs into five categories, depending 
on potential for abuse; redefines types 
of drug-related offenses; provides for 
minimum jail sentences without 
parole 
or 
probation; 
includes 
provisions 
for 
treatm ent 
and 
rehabilitation of drug dependent of­ 
fenders; and conforms to the new code 
current jail sentences imposed under 
previous drug laws. 


The new law is aimed at controlling 
illegal production, sale, and use of 
“ dangerous drugs” ~ narcotics, 
prescription drugs, any drug intended 
for hypodermic injection, and any 
“ harmful intoxicant” (excluding 
liquor) which radically alters a per­ 
son’s physiological state or behavior. 


For the first time, the law dif­ 
ferentiates between heavy and light 
drug dosage by defining a “ bulk 
amount" for each type of drug and its 
degree of concentration. Seriousness 
of a drug offense and the length of 
incarceration depend 
partly 
on 
whether illegal drug use involves more 
or less than the bulk amount. 
Dangerous drugs are classified into 
five categories, or "schedules," based 
on their potential for abuse. Abusive 
potential depends on a drug's addictive 
qualities, harmful physical effects, 
and concentration. 
Schedule I includes “ hard" drugs 
such as opiates and cocaine, while 
schedule V includes “soft" drugs — 
many over-the-counter 
prescription 
drugs. The new law gives the State 
Pharmacy Board the power to add or 
remove substances from the five 
schedules, and reclassify a drug into a 
different schedule. 
Marijuana is treated differently than 
other 
hallucinogens 
which 
are 
scheduled l and II drugs. Possession of 
up to IOO grams (3**2 ounces) of 
marijuana is classified as a minor 
misdemeanor carrying no criminal 
record or jail sentence for the first and 
all subsequent offenses. 
Previously Ohio had one of the 
toughest m arijuana law s in the 
country, with possession for sale 
carrying a 10-20 year prison sentence. 
The old law did mg specify an amount 
to differentiate between possession for 
sale or for personal use Under the new 
law, a person with up to IOO gram s of 
m arijuana is presum ed to have 
possession for personal use only unless 
it is offered for sale. 
In addition to possession, other types 
of offenses are defined for marijuana 
and other dangerous drugs: corrupting 
another with drugs, trafficking and 
aggravated trafficking, drug abuse, 
possession of drug abuse instruments, 
and permitting drug abuse (in a 
vehicle or on property which a person 
owns or operates).

Sentencing procedures call for 
certain imprisonment with prescribed 
terms (“ actual incarceration time” ) 
of up to 7 years. Prison sentences are 
considerably stiffened for repeat of­ 
fenders. Fines and longer sentences 
are at the court’s discretion. 
Actual incarceration times preclude 
shock probation-parole, suspended 
sentence, or parole. The only ex­ 
ceptions are time off for good behavior 
under 
specified conditions, and 
rehabilitative treatment in lieu of 
conviction for offenders who are drug 
dependent or in danger of becoming 
drug dependent. 
First time offenders charged as a 
result of drug dependency may be 
diverted to a state-certified treatment 
program in lieu of conviction. Further 
offenses or refusal to submit to 
treatment while in a rehabilitative 
program result in immediate arrest 
and sentencing. Upon successful 
completion of a treatment program, 
the court may place an offender on 
probation or release him from further 
legal liability with expungement of 
that offense from his record. 
Conditional probation in the form of 
rehabilitative treatment may also be 
extended to an offender after serving 
the minimum sentence. The offender is 
liable for treatment costs in a private 
program but may be assigned to a 
state facility if normally eligible under 
state regulations. 
Mandatory jail terms under HB 300 
go into effect July I, 1976. Drug of­ 
fenders now in prison or who have been 
convicted and are awaiting in­ 
carceration may apply for reduction of 
the original sentence to meet stan­ 
dards set in the new law. Serious drug 
offenses are also subject to previous 
sentencing standards until July 1,1976 
— 
in 
effect 
telling 
pushers

prisonment . 
As with most important legislation, 
Ohio’s drug laws are undergoing a trial 
period to see if they will work. By and 
large they are providing sound in 
serving notice to serious and repeat 
offenders that there is no alternative to 
prism and by giving treatable first 
offenders a chance for rehabilitation.

"Bu t I don’t think Pau l wou ld 
operate like that,” said Johnson, a 
former standou t lineman with the San 
Francisco 4 9ers. "I don’t think Pau l 
wou ld offer me a job u nder other 
conditions than those that he laid ou t to 
m e." 
Johnson, who has spent the past 
eight y ears at Brown’s top assistant, 
today spends his first day at his new 
job then packs u p for a scou ting trip to 
the Senior Bowl in Mobile, Ala. 
"I don’t claim to be another Pau l 
Brown, ’ said Johnson, who has been 
an offensiv e line coach in the NFI. for 
the past 19 y ears. 
"I don’t think a man shou ld try to fill 
Pau l Brown’s shoes. I know I’m 
following a tou gh act,” said Johnson, 
in reference to the man who departs 
with a brilliant winning percentage of 
.7 25 ov er 41 seasons. 
"I believ e in sou nd, basic football. 
My philosophy is that y ou hav e to work 
at this game to be su ccessfu l,” he said. 
Johnson, deny ing reports that he 
was on the v erge of becoming head 
coach of another NFI, clu b, said he 
does not see any great change in the 
sy stem employ ed by Brown. 
“We’re going to go along here with 
the same relation.

Pearson, who’s never really been 
wanted, today appears to be one of 
Dallas’ key players in Super Bowl X 
after the Cowboys’ 37-7 rout of the I/is 
Angeles Rams in the National Football 
Conference championship game. 
‘‘The Other Pearson,” no relation to 
Dallas wide receiver Drew Pearson, 
surpassed his namesake as a pass 
catcher Sunday by latching on to three 
Roger Staubach touchdown throws 
covering 18, 15 and 19 yards. 
Thus the muscular 6-foot-l, 205- 
pound running back vaulted into the 
spotlight as the Cowboys head for 
Super Bowl X against Pittsburgh, the 
club he was with last year when the 
Steelers won the NFL’s title game.

CINCINNATI (AP)- Bill “Tiger" 
Johnson, handpicked by coaching 
legend Paul Brown to direct the Cin­ 
cinnati Bengals, plans to be his own 
man. 
“I’m sure there will be a lot of 
speculation about it,” said the 49-year- 
old Texan who takes over a talent-rich 
team from the aging Brown. 
“But I don’t think Paul would 
operate like that,” said Johnson, a 
former standout lineman with the San 
Francisco 49ers. “I don’t think Paul 
would offer me a job under other 
conditions than those that he laid out to 
me.” 
Johnson, who has spent the past 
eight years at Brown's top assistant, 
today spends his first day at his new 
job then packs up for a scouting trip to 
the Senior Bowl in Mobile, Ala. 
“ I don’t claim to be another Paul 
Brown, ’ said Johnson, who has been 
an offensive line coach in the NFL for 
the past 19 years. 
“ I don’t think a man should try to fill 
Paul Brown's shoes. I know 
I’m 
following a tough act,” said Johnson, 
in reference to the man who departs 
with a brilliant winning percentage of 
.725 over 41 seasons. 
“I believe in sound, basic football. 
My philosophy is that you have to work 
at this game to be successful," he said. 
Johnson, denying reports that he 
was on the verge of becoming head 
coach of another NFL club, said he 
does not see any great change in the 
system employed by Brown 
“We’re going to go along here with 
the same relation. WeTl discuss ideas, 
listen to each other’s views and arrive 
at the best possible solution,” he said. 
Johnson, an All-American at Texas 
A&M, was a top blocker for one of the 
NFL’s greatest backfields during the 
early 1950s. The backfield consisted of 
quarterback Y.A. Tittle, and running 
backs Hugh McElhenny, Joe Perry 
and John Henry Johnson. 
He played under or coached with a 
number of respected names including 
Buck Shaw, Red Strader, Jack 
Christiansen, Red Hickey and Brown. 
“I don’t think you can categorize me 
as the emotional type, but I do like to 
get at it,” said Johnson, who got his 
nickname from his spirited style. 


The Super Bowl isn’t new to Pear­ 
son, however. He will be playing in his 
third—all with different teams, a first 
in the IO years of the game. 
“I wasn’t offered any scholarships at 
Illinois,” said Pearson, who played no 
football as an Illini. “I played only 
basketball and once I blocked a shot by 
Kareem Abdul-Jabbar. Yeah, I really 
got him. But we lost by 25 points.” 
The three touchdown passes came on 
different plays, called by Staubach in 
the huddle as he watched who the 
Rams brought in on defense. 
When Dallas’ multifaceted offense 
wasn’t silencing a crowd of 84,483, the 
Cowboy defense was throwing a 
blanket around the Rams’ top threats, 
running back lawrence McCutcheon 
and wide receiver Harold Jackson. 
“Our game plan was to control 
McCutcheon and Jackson,” said 
defensive end Harvey Martin. “I 
looked at the stats, and saw that IJK got 
237 yards rushing last week against St. 
Ixmis, and McCutcheon had 202. Now, 
you don’t win championships that 
way—not when three of your backs get 
only 35 yards.” 
The 6-5, 256-pounder sacked quar­ 
terback Ron Jaworski four times and 
the Rams wound up with a net of 22 
yards rushing. 
Pearson, a 12th-round draft choice of 
the Baltimore Colts in 1967 who 
thought about quitting football when 
the Steelers cut him during the 
preseason, was the key receiver in the 
game. 
His first of seven receptions gave 
Dallas a 7-0 lead in the first quarter. It 
came on a perfectly executed screen 
pass. Staubach drifted into his own 
backfield, then lofted a feathersoft 
pass to Pearson, who broke one tackle 
on his 18-yard run. 
After Golden Richards caught a 
four-yard scoring pass from Staubach, 
Pearson extended the Cowboy lead to 
21*6 when he leaped nearly parallel to 
the ground to catch up with a Staubach 
toss in the end zone. 
The Ram pass defense which per­ 
mitted just 151 yards a game this 
season couldn’t stop Staubach. He hit 
16 of 22 tosses for 220 yards and four 
scores. 
The Rams, trailing 34-0 early in the 
fourth period, took advantage of a pass 
interference penalty to score their only 
touchdown, a one-yard run by John 
Cappelletti.

Nearly three months after being cut 
from the Ohio University junior 
varsity squad for being blind in one 
eye, the 6-foot-7 teen-ager has rejoined 
his teammates. 
"I’m relieved ifs over,” said the 18- 
year-old freshman honor student from 
Fairborn, Ohio. “Now I just want to 
get back in shape and play the way I 
used to — come what may.” 
A federal Judge in Columbus last 
week issued a temporary injunction 
against Ohio University, ruling that 
Borden should be reinstated to the 
team. 
The school, citing an American 
Medical Association recommendation, 
had dismissed the youth on the 
grounds that he might be blinded by 
Playing. 
One of the first to greet him was OU 
Athletic Director Bill Rohr, who had 
said he “ adm ired Mike's deter­ 


mination” but feared for his welfare. 
“He said i ’m glad to have you 
back,’” said Borden, who, along with 
his twin brother Fred, went out for the 
team in October as a nonscholarship 
player. Both made the club, but two 
days later Mike was informed he 
couldn’t play when school officials 
discovered his disability.

NEW YORK (AP) — CBS 
News ends its four-part series 
on 
American 
assassins 
tonight with studies of the 
slaying of Sen. Robert 
Kennedy, DN.Y., and 
attempted 
slaying 
Alabama Gov. George 
Wallace. 
Sirhan 
Sirhan, 
Palestinian refugee, was 
convicted of fatally shooting 
Kennedy at a Ixis Angeles 
hotel’s kitchen pantry in June 
1968, just after Kennedy’s 
victory in the California 
Democratic presidential pri­ 
mary. Of that shooting. CBS, 
after re-examining the case, 
says: 
—Despite the belief by 
some that two gunmen were 
involved, “ the best evidence 
now available leads almost 
inescapably to the conclusion 
that only one gun was fired. 
“ And barring new evidence 
to the contrary, that gun most 
likely was the one held by Sir­ 
han Sirhan and there is no 
hard evidence that anyone 
else was involved." 
In its re-examination of the 
Kennedy case, the CBS show 
considers the theory that Sir­ 
han somehow was ‘’pro­ 
grammed” or hypnotized by 
others to shoot Kennedy. 
CBS Newsman Dan Rather, 
granted permission to in­ 
terview Sirhan in prison but 
not to film the interview, 
quotes him as saying several 
times “ that he simply does 
not remember the shooting of 
Sen. Kennedy. 
“ He also said that if any 
other person influenced him 
in any way to do the shooting, 
he is not aware of it. When 
asked directly if he could 
think 
even 
remotely 
of 
anything that might suggest a 
conspiracy or someone in­ 
fluencing him, Sirhan said 
repeatedly, No, if there is 
anything or anyone, I do not 
know it, Mr Rather.’”

Wallace was campaigning for 
the Democratic presidential 
nomination.

specialists in Moscow find the Soviet 
Union’s latest statement on Angola 
interesting and even intriguing, but 
they see no indication of a basic 
change in the Kremlin’s policy toward 
the civil war in the African country. 


An editorial Saturday in the Com­ 
munist party newspaper Pravda 
called for “termination of foreign 
armed intervention” in Angola. It 
asserted that the Soviet Union has no 
military, economic or other designs on 
the strategically located country. But 
it said the Soviet Union “has given and 
continues to give moral and material 
support" to the Popular Movement for 
the liberation of Angola (MPLA) and 
the “lawful government” it has set up 
in Luanda. This aid, it added, was 
requested by the Luanda government. 


The Pravda editorial, it is believed, 
is directed in large part to the summit 
meeting on Angola of the 46-nation 
Organization of African Unity (OAU) 
opening in Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, Jan. 
8. Some Western observers here also 
view it as an effort to counteract the 
African tour of William F. Schaufele 
Jr., the U.S. assistant secretary of 
state for African affairs, who was sent 
to push the American view on Angola. 


U.S. Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger will meet with Soviet 
Ambassador Anatoly Dobrynin some 
time this week to try to find out more 
about Soviet intentions. 
Despite the Pravda article’s call for 
an end to foreign armed intervention in 
Angola, nobody expects the Cuban 
troops fighting for the MPI.A to fly 
home, or that the Soviets will pull back 
their military hardware and the Soviet 
advisers who presumably went with it. 
According to Moscow’s dialectic, 
foreign “intervention” and what the 
Soviets and Cubans are doing are not 


at all the same thing. 
The forces of “imperialism, racism 
and reaction” — meaning the United 
States, South Africa and China — are 
attempting “to stifle the new sovereign 
state of Africa in the cradle,” Pravda 
said. These forces seek to “plunder ... 
the national wealth of peoples.” 
What the Soviets and Cubans are 
doing is said to be completely disin­ 
terested and is done at the “request” 
of the “lawful" government of the 
People’s Republic of Angola. The aid is 
being given “to safeguard that country 
from aggressive encroachments from 
outside....” Furthermore, the Soviet 
Union is only being “loyal to its in­ 
ternationalist duty.” 
Moscow’s “principled line” simply 
represents continued support for “the 
national liberation struggle of peoples 
in general.” Vietnam was always seen 
in this context. 
Once again attempting to clear away 
any m isunderstanding about the 
Soviets’ view about detente, the 
Pravda editorial said “the relaxation 


of international tension is far from 
signifying, and it cannot signify, a 
freedom of action for aggressors." 
The Soviet Union, the editorial went 
on, "is on the side of the forces which 
express the national interests of the 
Angolan people, the interests of Af­ 
rica’s liberation from colonialism.” As 
evidence for this, the article said that 
nearly 40 states, including about 20 
African states, have recognized the 
MPLA government.
